STRIKE IMMINENT 


Statement Paves Way for 
Halt in Service or State 
Seizure by Friday — 
Union Agreed ‘Reluct- 


antly’ to Terms. 


The Public Service Co. today 
announced its refusal to accept 
the retroactivity feature of a 7- 
cent hourly wage rise recommend- 
ed by a public hearing panel in 
its wage dispute with its union 
operators, thus paving the way for 
a transit strike or state seizure 
of the bus and streetcar system by 
Friday. 

While the announcement was 
not couched in these terms, its 
effect was the same. The company 
said it would adopt the same 


position on the 11 recommenda- 
tions as that taken by its own 
representative on the panel, John 
C. Baine, vice president and op- 
erating manager of the company. 
Warning of Lockout. 

The union in accepting “re- 
luctantly” the recommendations 
of the panel, which had been ap- 
pointed under the King-Thomp- 
son Act, stated that failure of 
the company to accept all recom- 
mendations by Thursday mid- 
night would be construed by the 
union as a lockout, and that none 
of its members would feport for 
work on Friday. 

Baine concurred generally with 
the recommendations of the panel 
but dissented expressly from the 
recommendation that would have 
made the wage rise retroactive 
to Jan. 1, 1950, the date when 
the old contract expired. He 
also said any wage rise would 
have to be accompanied by a 
fare increase. 

Baine also dissented from a 
recommendation that the com- 
pany drop its request for certain 
schedule changes that the union 
had opposed. The changes were 
intended to eliminate “dead 
time” that is paid for but not 
worked. Tne union had con- 
tended the change would elimi- 
nate a number of regular runs 

and would place some regular 
operators on the “extra 4,” 
meatiing they would get ‘wo! 
only when it was available. 
Meeting ‘With Mediator. 

Company officials declined to 
amplify today’s statement pending 
a meeting tomorrow with Vance 
Julian, chairman of the State 
Mediation Board, and representa- 
tives of the union. The meeting 
is scheduled for the company’s 
offices at 3869 Park avenue. 

Before leaving Jefferson City 
today, Julian said he was confi- 
dent some .agreement would be 
worked out that would obviate 
either a strike or seizure of the 
system by the Governor. Under 
the King-Thompson Act, the Gove 
ernor is required to seize a pub- 
lic utility whenever a threat of a 
strike or lockout promises to in- 
terrupt the utilfty’s operations. 

Gov. Forrest Smith, acting on a 
similar situation, in Kansas City, 
seized the public transit system 
there last April 31, a few hours 
before a strike had been sched- 
uled by the operators against a 
company threat to institute a rec- 
ommended cut of five cents an 
hour in wages. The system is still 
under nominal direction of Jul- 
ian, whom the Governor appoint- 
ed to take charge. 

Hope for Settlement. 

The state mediation board 
chairman said he was basing his 
hopes for a peaceful solution of 
the present situation in St. Louis 
on the fact that company-union 
relations had been “very excel- 
lent” up to this time.

A determined police officer 
paced the levee at the foot of 
Locust street for an hour early 
yesterday to arrest a woman 
driver who had ignored his traffic 
signal.

IS BROWN FLECKED

The strange-looking bird that 
made screeching noises and kept 
cats at bay in the rear yard of 
Mr. and Mrs. William Foucek Sr.., 
6340 Fyler avenue, was identified 
today as a brown flecked heron. 
What's more, Zoo officials who 
made tHe identification, say they 
haven't got another bird like it 
and are going to keep it. 

The bird was “netted” yester- 
day by Mrs. Foucek. She and 
her husband had been hearing 
strange noises in the yard for 
several nights.

POLICE BEGIN DRIVE 
AGAINST PARKING 
VIOLATIONS IN CITY 


A drive against motorists who 
double-park or leave their cars in 
loading, safety and bus zones was 
ordered by Police Chief Jeremiah 
O’Connell yesterday. He told offi- 
cers to issue summonses to vio- 
lators. 

Chief O’Connell said double 
parking has become so prevalent 
throughout the city as to con- 
stitute “a distinct hazard” and 
an obstruction to the “free flow 
of traffic.”

MAY TEST SOME 
POLS 18S, 
OFFICES IN COURT 


Considering Challenge of 
Certain Elective Posts 
Under New Constitu- 
tional Provision Gov- 
erning Officials. 


Those politicians who helped 
defeat the proposed new city 
charter because of its prospective 
inroads on their list of patronage 
jobs may find their labors were 
in vain, the Post-Dispatch was 
told today. 


One of the aims of the new 
charter was to take the offices of 
Collector of Revenue, City Treas- 
uer and License Collector, among 
others, out of the elective class 
and make them appointive by the 
Mayor. One of the results of the 
proposal, the extension of civil 
service to the employes of those 
offices, was what aroused the bit- 
ter opposition of the politicians. 
Court Test Considered. 

Some leaders in the recent un- 
successful campaign for a new 
charter are considering plans for 
a court test of the theory that 
the new 1945 Missouri Constitu- 
tion may have, in effect, removed 
these offices from the elective 
class and their employes from 
the “spoils” list. If the theory 
was upheld, the duly elected in- 
cumbents of the offices would 
— to be holding office illeg- 
ally. . 

One of the almost forgotten 
provisions of the 1914 Charter, 
under which the city is presently 
operating, is a department of fi- 
nance in which the Collector of 
Revenue and City Treasurer were 
made appointive officers. Court 
decisions, based upon the 1875 
State Constitution which au- 
thorized that Charter, have held 
the offices to be “state” offices 
and beyond the control of the 
City Charter. 

The 1875 Constitution, which 
provided for the separation of St. 
Louis from St. Louis county and 
for the city’s role as a separate 
political subdivision of the state, 
eontained a clause stating ‘the 
General Assembly shall have the 
same power over we city and 
county of St. Louis that it has 
over other cities and counties of 
this state.” 

Not Full Home Rule. 

Court decisions have construed 
this to indicate the state did not 
intend to grant the city full home 
rule. As a result of these deci- 
sions. the charter provision tak- 
ing the Collector of Revenue and 
City Treasurer out of the elec- 
tive class never became o verative 
and the offices have been filled 
at state elections in the even- 
numbered years. See 

No such limitation on the city's 
home rule powers appears in the 
new Constitution. On the con- 
trary, that document expressly 
authorizes counties of more than 
85,000 population to adopt home 
rule charters for their own gov- 
ernment. The yee ahnatcn may 
specify the form of county g0v- 
scnaidet and the “number, kinds, 
manner of selection, terms of 
office and salaries of county offi- 
cers and for the exercise of all 
powers and duties of counties 
and county officers prescribed 
by the Constitution and laws of 
this state.” 

Not content with granting such 
powers to qualified counties, the 
Constitution framers went even 
further by imposing some im- 
portant restrictions on the Gen- 
eral Assembly in its dealings 
with such counties. 

Restriction Cited. 

In this connection, home rule 
proponents point to Section 18/e) 
of Article VI which reads: “Laws 
shall be enacted providing for 
free and open elections in such 
counties, and laws may be enacted 
providing the number and salaries 
of judicial officers therein as 
provided by this Constitution and 
by law, but no law shall provide 
for any other office or employee 
of the county or fix the salary 
of any of its officers or em- 
ployees.” 

This section, say the home rule 
people, means that the state in- 
tended to retain authority only 
to prescribe the manner of con- 
ducting elections and the number 
and salary of judicial officers. 
With respect to all other county 
officers, they say, the state gives 
full authority to the special char- 
ter counties to make their own 
rules, including the right to make 
certain officials appointive or 
elective as they see fit.

Meteor Crater 2 
5000 Years Old, 


1-4 Miles Wide, 
Found in Quebec 


TORONTO, Ont., Aug. 7 (UP) 
—A 2\4-mile wide crater caused 
by a meteor, believed to be the 
largest such crater in the world, 


has been discovered in an unin- 
habited section of the northern 
Quebec peninsula. 

The 5000-year-old crater will 
dwarf the largest previous known, 
the El Diablo near Winslow, Ariz., 
which measures only four-fifths 
of a mile in width, according to

The crater was discovered from 


VY. Ben Meen, director of the 
Royal Ontario Museum of Geolo- 
gy and Minerology. 

Meen said the meteor must 
have weighed millions of tons to 
have blasted an estimated 10,000,-

earth, He said it could have 
“wiped out any city on the conti- 
nent today.” 

He said the meteor probably

B29 BLOWS UP

FAIRFIELD-SUISUN AIR 
BASE, Calif., Aug. 7 (AP)—Flam- 
ing gasoline and exploding bombs 
shattered a crippled B-29 bomber 
into bits Saturday about midnight, 


killing 17 Aif Force men. 

Sixty or more persons were in- 
jured, some serlously. Many of the 
injured were Air Force personnel 
trailer camp only 150 feet from 
the. scene. 

Bombs leveled the trailer area 
“like a giant had stepped on 
them” a witness related. 

Among the dead was Brig. Gen. 
Robert F. Travis, 45 years old, 
much-decorated commander of the 
base, leader of the Ninth Heavy 
Bomber Wing here and hero of 
World War II. He was riding be- 
hind the pilot. 


Eight Get Out Alive. 
Both the plane commander and 
the pilot were among eight of the 
20 men aboard who escaped alive. 

Sixteen of the dead have been 

identified. The Air Force an- 
nounced today that two of the 
three bodies previously unidenti- 
fied were those of Staff Sgt. L. 
F. Knapp, 28, Ridgefield Park, 
N.J., aerial gunner, and Cpl. J. 
L. Tucker, 20, Sarasota, Fla. The 
two had been reported earlier as 
missing. None of the identified 
dead was listed as from the St. 
Louis area. 
The four «+ engine aircraft 
crashed and exploded shortly aft- 
er takeoff for a long-range train- 
ing mission. Aboard were 10 
to 12 five-hundred-pound practice 
demolition bombs. 

The bodies of 10 men who were 
in the plane were recovered. The 
other dead included three mem- 
bers of the base fire department 
and a volunteer fire fighter. A 
period of less than 60 seconds 
spelled death for the victims. 

Shortly after the Superfortress 
took off, the commander, Capt. 
Eugene O. Steffes Jr., 28, of East 
Chicago, Ind., radioed the air con- 
trol tower that he had a “run- 
away’ propeller on the left in- 
board engine. He said it was 
dragging the plane down to a 
dangerously low speed. 

Unable to Gain Altitude. 

Next, Steffes, who was at the 
controls, reported that his right 
inboard propeller also was run- 
ning wild and that he could not 
get power to gain altitude. Low 
hills confronted him. He was un- 
able to raise his landing gear. 

Steffes put the plane into a 
180-degree turn to get back on 
the runway for an emergency 
landing. One wing __ scraped, 
tripping the ship into a ecart- 
wheel.

Pyongyang and Wonsan 
Supply Targets Raided 
With ‘Excellent Re- 
sults’ — Other Planes 
Support U.S. Drive. 


TOKYO, Aug. 7 (AP)—B-29s 
plastered Pyongyang and Wonsan 
with more than 540 tons of bombs 
today in their heaviest strike of 
the Korean war.

First U.S. Offensive 
Jumps Off After Artil- 
lery, Air Blows—Tank 
Bottleneck Appears to

TOKYO, Tuesday, Aug. 8 (AP) 
—American Marines and soldiers 
blasted forward an estimated four 
miles on the southernmost front 
in Korea Monday in their first of- 
fensive of the six-week-old war. 
The three-pronged American at- 


'tack which began Monday morn- 


ing was continuing today in a 
slow-difficult battle against a 
withering barrage of North Ko- 
rean artillery and mortar fire. 

A bottleneck that blocked the 
Marines’ 45-ton Pershing tanks at 
the outset early Monday just west 
of Chindong apparently had been 
broken.

for First Time 


Defendable Line 


Allied Spokesmen Term Arc Along Naktong 
River ‘Complete’—Reds Vulnerable 
in Crossing Attempts. 


By RUSSELL BRINES. 
TOKYO, Aug. 7 (AP)—For the 
first time in. the Korean cam- 
paign, headquarters spokesmen 
speak of a “continuous” and 
“complete” defense line in de- 
scribing present Allied positions 
in South Korea. 


‘The line begins in the south, 
somewhere east of Chinju, and 
runs north and east to Yongdok 
along an arc totaling an estimated 
140 miles on the perimeter. 


Much but not all of the line 
lies east of the Naktong river. 
This winding and sometimes deep 
river has been termed the best 
natural defense barrier the Ameri- 
cans have found since they. en- 
tered the war. 

However, it is not a Maginot 
line, even though the term “con- 
tinuous” might give that impres- 
sion. In rough and broken coun- 
try like Korea a solid line, as 
distinct from a connected line, 
would be difficult to create even 
with adequate troops. 

Eight Defending Divisions. 

Military men say that a good 
close front for an American di- 
vision is about 7000 yards, or 
about four miles. When possible 
they try to tighten this down to 
2000 or 3000 yards. 

At best this weuld mean 31 de- 
fensive divisions, or over 300,000 
men to cover the present 140- 
mile arc. It is being held by three 
American and five South Korean 
divisions identified as in action. | 

But the defenders have had 
time to select and prepare artil- 
lery, mortar and infantry posi- 
tions. They have had time to de- 
molish bridges across the Naktong 
and to take other measures to 
impede Communist progress. 

In other words, the defenders 
are set for the first time, having 
pulled back from four to 18 miles 
in what military men here called | 
a perfectly executed maneuver. | 

The Communists, however, can 
cross the Naktong at many points | 
—as they already have done. On| 
two separate occasions a Red bat- | 


talion, numbering about 800 men, 
forded the river at shallow points 
in the area southeast of Ham- 
chang, the abandoned road and 
rail center 50 miles north of 
Taegu. 

Official communiques say South 
Korean troops permitted these 
two crossings and, in each case, 
annihilated the advancing Reds as 
they reached republican defenses. 
The defenses are south instead of 
on the river. 

Another Communist battalion 
paddled across the river during 
darkness near Chiryon, about 18 
miles northwest of Masan which 
commands the approaches to 
Pusan. This group was cut off 
and attacked by elements of the 
United States Twenty-fourth Divi- 
sion. 

How River Aids Defenders. 

The Naktong itself changes 
character throughout its long 
course. In the north it is fordable 
and in the west it can be crossed 
easily in small boats. At other 
points it runs deeply between 
cliffs, or in the far south, flat- 
tens lazily into a muddy delta. 

The river alone will not hold 
back the Communists. Its use- 
fulness is in slowing down the 
advance and make thousands of 
Communist infantry openly vul- 
nerable to raking artillery and 
aerial attack—as if they were cn 
a parade ground. Once a column 
is caught crossing a river there 
is no place to hide. Knowing 
this, the Reds use the cover of 
darkness wherever possible for 
their crossings. 

The big question will be 
whether the Reds can butt their 
way across the river barrier at 
heavily defended points where 
main roads are available. With 
bridges blown out, the problem 
of getting needed tanks, artillery 
and supplies across the water be- 
comes increasingly difficult. 

The Naktong and its ridged 
backbone are not fortresses. But 
they are valuable assistants to 
the United Nations forces in this 
holding war.

House Ready to Give Ground. 

The House, which voted for a 
mandatory automatic control pro- 
vision and then reversed itself, 
appeared ready to let the Presi- 
dent have his way on that sub- 
ject. The Senate Banking Com- 
mittee has voted to give the Presi- 
dent the free hand he asked on 
this. 

However, Senator Lyndon John- 
son (Dem.), Texas, said yesterday 
that without the automatic fea- 
ture tied to living costs, “I am 
afraid controls may become a 
political football.”

Frenchman Fighting in Korea War 
Because He Saved U.S. Flyer in ’44 


Ex-Resistance Soldier Back in Tank, Joins 
Army to Get Citizenship Faster After

WITH AN AMERICAN COM- 
PANY IN SOUTHWEST KO- 
REA, Aug. 7—A 25-year-old for- 
mer French resistance fighter is 
today perched behind the bow 
gun of an American tank on a 
Korean mountainside because six 
years ago he saved the life of an 
American flyer. 

Telling his curious story in 
heavily-accented English, Pvt. 
Roger Duquesne, known as 
“Frenchie” to his comrades, told 
how his friendship with Capt. 
David Schwartz, of Paterson, N. 
J., led to his embroilment in a 
war far from the civilization of 
his birth. 

“I serve in American Army 
now and perhaps this will bring 
me faster to American citizen- 
ship,” Pvt. Duquesne, said. “My 
parents died at the hands of the 
Germans. And now my only real 
family is that of Capt. Schwartz's 
wife (Mr. and Mrs. Nicholas Wil- 
liams, of Paterson). 

American Bails Out. 

Duquesne and Capt. Schwartz 
met in 1944 near Lisieux, when 
the American bailed out of hi 
fighter plane into enemy-held ter- 
ritory. Duquesne hid the Amer- 
ican, who had suffered a back 
injury, for more than eight 
months before the lines of battle

“First, I worked as a television 
operator,” Duquesne said. “Then 
I decided to like American army. 
Besides, being in the Army helps 
you become citizen.” 

Pvt. Duquesne added: “But aft- 
er I enlist I learn that Capt. 
Schwartz being assigned to air 
base in Japan. I want to be near 
my friend so I offer to go to Far 
East. And Army accepts.” 

Crouched on the back of the 
tank, the dust-coated “Frenchie” 
explained that “I fought in tank 
with French forces in last part of 
war. So here I am on tank again.” 

As he talked, the tank was in- 
termittently shelling guerrilla po- 
sitions in the valley below. The 
front line was only a few yards 
ahead. “It is a very different 
war,” Pvt. Duquesne observed, 
running his hand through his 
close-cropped hair.

TO REQUIRE REARMED REICH 


Action Could Provoke Russia but North 


_ Atlantic Allies Aren’t Likely to Raise 


Needed 


Troops. 


By WES GALLAGHER. 

FRANKFURT, Germany, Aug. 
7 (AP)—Nearly all Western mili- 
tary men and most officials here 
are agreed, on a “don’t quote 
me basis,” that Europe cannot be 
defended against Russia without 
Western Germany being rearmed 
~and quickly. 

Already it may be too late to 
rearm the Germans. To do it 
might provoke the Russians. But 


the swift aggression in Korea 
convinced most of the few re- 
maining doubters that Germany 
could only be defended with the 
aid of German manpower, and 
Germany must be defended or 
the rest of Europe would go down 
as well. 

Yet, both the Western Allies 
and German officials are doing 
their best to avoid facing these 
conclusions publicly. German po- 
litical parties are even more re- 
luctant to bring the subject into 
the open than Allied officials. 
The largest party, the Christian 
Democratic, which heads the West 
German Government coalition at 
Bonn, unreservedly rejected re- 
armament in a recent statement. 
It does not like to open itself to 
a charge from its largest oppon- 
ent, the Social Democratic party, 
of falling in with any plan for a 
“cannon fodder” army. 

Rearming Invites Problems. 

The occupation powers during 
the war and at its close, com- 
mitted themselves to German dis- 
armament so that no new Ger- 
man aggression ever would be 


armament invites political prob- 
lems with some of the victims of 
past German aggression. who still 
fear German power. 

Meanwhile, the Russians are 
building up their army of East 
Germans under the guise of a 
police force, equipping it with 
tanks, artillery and all instru- 
ments of war. This army, re- 
ported to number 50,000 in May, 
is now estimated at 70,000. Mili- 


tary men believe that in a year 
it may total 250,000. 


When it reaches that size it 


might be too big for the present 
Western occupation forces . to 
handle should the Communists 
start an attack in the Korean 
style. If powerfully supported by 
Soviet aircraft and troops it seem- 
ingly could sweep over Western 
Europe in almost no time. 

The minimum number of divi- 
sions needed in Western Europe 
is estimated by military men at 
35, heavily armed. A French Gen- 
eral a few days ago said 75 divi- 
sions were necessary. 

170 Russian Divisions. 

The Russians, with their satel- 
lites, could mobilize 170 divisions 
for an all-out attack in Europe, it 
is estimated. Already they aré 
calculated to have 20 combat di- 
visions in East Germany, with 40 
more ready for action in Poland, 
Austria and satellite states.

It probably would take 
two years, at least, to create an 
effective force. 
On the other hand, many Ger- 
mans think that if Germany is to 
be defended, Germans must do it.

STRASBOURG, France, Aug. 7 
—The Council of Europe’s Con- 
sultative Assembly opened its 
second session here today in an 
atmosphere of revolt against the 
Committee of Ministers, who have 
so far managed to block or render 
innocuous all assembly resolu- 
tions aimed at creating a united 
Europe. 

The Assembly re-elected Paul- 
Henri Spaak of Belgium a its 
president over opposition of Cath- 
olice members from The: Nether- 
lands. The Dutch deputies as- 
sailed the role of Spaak in the 
recent Belgian royal crisis in 
which Spaak led the Socialist op- 
position to King Leopold’s return. 

Winston Churchill ‘and Hugh 
Dalton, on opopsite sides of the 
political fence in Britain, joined 
to support Spaak. Churchill de- 
manded that the qualification for 
Assembly president be judged 
only on the basis of the candi- 
date’s actions in the Assembly. 

The council’s ministerial coun- 
cil, meanwhile, authorized French 
Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man to address the Assembly on 
his plan for pooling European 
steel and coal production. 

The smouldering conflict over 
the Assembly’s role in the or- 
ganization blazed forth Saturday 
night in a committee meeting be- 
tween a selected group of minis- 
ters and assembly leaders. Spaak 
turned his wrath on the European 
foreign ministers for their al- 
leged failure to permit the assem- 
bly to function effectively. He 
warned that the Council of Eu- 
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rope was doomed to failure un- 
less its committee of ministers 
changed their conservative atti- 
tude. 

Bevin Leads ““Go Slow” Group. 

Spaak clashed with British For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin, who 
has been the leader of the “go 
slow” faction. Guy Mollet, So- 
cialist of France, the first minis- 
ter for European affairs to be ap- 
pointed by any government, sided 
with Spaak. 

Bevin, who has been in poor 
“@ihealth for the last year, left 
Strasbourg for Britain yesterday, 
although the committee of minis- 
ters has not finished its work. 

Germans Represented. 

Fifteen countries have sent 125 
members of their parliaments. 
This compares with 101 last year. 
The increase is accounted for by 
the 18-man German delegation, 
which arrived yesterday, and 
three members each from the 
Saar and from Iceland. 

The Germans brought with 
them experts on refugee prob- 
lems, and are expected to raise 
the question of finding a Euro- 
pean solution for the re-settle- 
ment of several million Germans 
who have been expelled or have 
escaped from the Soviet zone of 
Germany, Poland and Czechoslo- 
vakia.

Gen. Travis had many decora- 
tions for valor and active combat 
missions in World War II.

MANILA, Aug. 7 (AP)—The 
Philippines Government offered 
today to send immediately to 
Korea a_ fully-trained, fully- 
equipped regiment of 5000 combat 
infantry. This marked a sharp 
chance in policy. 

President Quirino announced 
the offer to Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur shortly after the Philip- 
pines Congress had approved dis- 
patching the troops at its own 
expense. 

If additional troops are needed, 
Quirino said, the Government will 
begin training volunteers. How- 
ever, he said, outside money 
would be needed to support such 
a program. 

Quirino said the 5000 troops 
could serve wherever they might 
be needed. That was in answer 
to a question on whether the 
troops might aid in the defense 
of Formosa.

National Security Council Not Doing Long- 
Range Job of Preparing for Emergencies 
— Some of Shortcomings Now Being 
Remedied, However. 
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Roads Transformed 
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Lanes of Misery 
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Following is the second in a series of analyses of the state 
of United States defense in the present world situation. This 
one deals with top-level policy and planning.

It is a well-settled principle that war represents the bankruptcy 
of a nation’s foreign policy; and when this policy begins to outstrip 
a country’s military ability to support it, then danger looms, 


United States foreign policy 
has been outrunning its military 
acm gy since the last war. It 

appened in the case of South 
Korea, and it underlies all the 
present tardy scramble to build 
up the military establishment. 


Korea’s explosive possibilities 
long had been recognized by both 
this country’s policy advisers and 
its military planners. The power- 
ful moral and political considera- 
tions that might require the 
United States to commit its 
forces against any aggression 
‘from the north were fully ap- 
preciated. 


View of the Military. 


_ Likewise, the persuasive argu- 
ments of the military leaders that 
the slim forces at their disposal 
made the defense of South Korea 
so hazardous as to be unfeasible 
were heard and noted. 

But no decision was made until 
after the invasion. 

Then Gen, MacArthur was 
forced to improvise a military 
operation. 

Military authorities stand in 
awe of the decision he had to 
make—to commit small American 
units piecemeal to be chewed to 
bits in the desperate effort to de- 
lay the invading horde. 

The top policy-advising body 
in the country is the National 
Security Council, an agency of 
cabinet rank which advises the 
President of the fitting together 
of domestic, foreign and military 
policies relating to the national 
security. Its members include, be- 
sides the President and Vice 
President, the heads of the State 
and Defense Departments, and 
the chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board, which 
advises the President concerning 

the co-ordination of military, in- 
dustrial and civilan mobilization. 
Representatives of the Central In- 
telligence Agency and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff also sit in the 
council. 

The National Security Coun- 
ceil has yet to list which of the 
nation’s political and economic 
commitments in the free world 
the United States will defend 
by force of arms if necessary. 

Lacking such advice, the 
President has not sent such a 
commitments list to the Na- 
tional Military Establishment 
for an estimate of the military 
requirements that might be 
needed to support policies. 

In turn, the National Mili- 
taxy Establishment has not been 
able to pass on to the National 
Security Resources Board any 
over-all requirements estimate 
to see whether the country has 
resources to meet the military 
needs. 

Going further around the cir- 
ele, the National Security Re- 
sourtes Board has, therefore, 
been unable to advise the Presi- 
dent on how to tailor any mili-

One saving factor in the pol- 
icy muddle in Washington is that 
the National Security Council, 
however it may fall short of its 
higher purposes, does furnish a 
forum where the heads of govern- 
ment can sit down across a table 
and argue out some of their frus- 
trations. 


The council's larger function— 
to correlate policies and advise 
the President, who must make 
the final decisions—is a job of 
Staggering scope and responsi- 
bility. The council’s members 
have not entirely met the chal- 
lenge; they are much too busy 
with their individual problems fo 
devote the time and effort really 
needed in the Council. 

Full-Time Staff Needed. 

Furthermore, council members 
have had no full-time staff to 
assemble material and _ think 
through problems coming up for 
decision. The end result has been 
that the Council has rarely han- 
dled more than three or four 
items at any one of its weekly 
sessions—and these matters have 
often been decided hurriedly. 


The President’s recent designa- 
tion of six departmental officials 
as a permanent senior staff group 
was a step toward meeting this 
situation. This senior staff will 
give all its time to the Council’s 
business, participating fully with 
the regular members in the high- 
est policy-advising decisions. 

The importance of reconcil- 
ing national policy making and 
planfiing is obvious, but one 
danger deserves special consid- 
eration. Wherever in Govern- 
ment plans are being blue- 
printed for national security, 
one hears used the euphe- 
misms, the “calculated risk” 
and the “time phase.” Plans are 
based on the calculated risk, 
and the time phase is the theo- 
retical time-table for making 
them operational in the event 
of what is called the “emer- 
gency.” 

Actually, the calculated risk 
is a system of “ifs” and as- 
sumptions as to when and how 
war might come. 

The country’s political com- 
mitments abroad certainly en- 
ter into the risk, and to the 
degree that policy is disjointed 
from the plans the calculated 
risk becomes the‘ miscalculated 
risk. 

One of the nation’s greatest 
authorities on this subject ex- 
plained recently that a risk is 
what one takes when no better 
choice is available; and the cal- 
culated risk of this country was 
calculated weakness in defense.

State Department’s Position. 


The State Department explains 
that where the United States has 
treaty or other agreements to 
commit its forces in the defense 
of foreign nations it will fight 
without question, but in all other 
sensitive areas of the globe where 
the United States has “interests” 
decisions on how to deal with 
trouble will be made when and if 
it arises. 

Military leaders say this kind 
of thinking can become very ex- 
pensive as in Korea. 

As an example of another kind 
of policy decision, one team of 
planners in Washington believes 
that the decisive phase of World 
War III, if it comes, will be of 


relative short duration — from. 


several months to about a year. 
This group believes the nation 
should have a strong force in be- 
ing, at the expense of a very 
small cadre base for mobilizing a 
wartime civilian army. 

@The other team thinks that 
World War III may last from 10 
to 30 years. It wants a much big- 
ger cadre base, which would 
have to. be at the expense of the 
force in being. 

Whichever is correct, the de- 
cision is vital to the nation’s se- 
curity. 

Another Policy Division. 

A second type of policy division 
—or lack of ‘ decision—revolves 
around the protection of actual 
or potential United States bases 
such as Iceland.

In Exhausted Slumber. 


A -mother carrying all her 
household belongings in a bundle 
on her head holds a baby to her 
breast and suckles him .. . Peas- 
ant children spread their wares on 
mats by the roadside ... Some 
pause by rice paddy streams and 
bathe their bare and swollen feet 
worn raw by the stone rutted 
roads ... Still others lie log-still 
in exhausted slumber. 


Over the straggling figures rise 
storms of yellow dust stirred up 
by the churning wheels of mili- 
tary vehicles. The refugees clog 
traffic. Motor horns honk impa- 
tiently. Worried truck drivers 
shout curses, but the refugees 
move out of the way slowly. They 
are in no hurry because most of 
them do not know where they 
are going anyway. 

Many have no homes to go back 
to. Their villages have been 
burned by artiMery fire, strafing 
plane attacks, or razed by with- 
drawing American troops to keep 
them from becoming hiding 
places for enemy vehicles.

No Weeping, Complaining. 
The refugees neither weep nor 
complain. Nor does one family 
ask or expect help from another. 
Their expression is as stolid and 
blank as that often worn by in- 
fantrymen too long in the line—a 
dumb acceptance of suffering and 
an indifference to it because their 
world has no horizon beyond pain. 
Only as you near the front 
yourself do you see fear. Here is 
panic in the eyes of women and 
children who flee peaceful homes 
under the thunder of strange 
guns. Some wander aimlessly to- 
ward the battlelines. To keep 
these lines clear, South Korean 
police order the refugees to fol- 
low the stream beds back or take 
paths through the hills.

The most open evidence is a 
somewhat unexpected bonanza of 
industrial advertising recently 
handed to the only Communist 
newspaper in the Ruhr, the Dues- 
aseldorf Freis Volk. It is diffi- 


cult to believe that a Communist 


newspaper is a really effective 
advertising medium for industrial 
equipment for engineering firms 
and the conclusion that the own- 
ers of these companies are trying 
to buy insurance in case of trou- 
ble in Europe is an obvious one. 
In addition, a new line is be- 
ing talked on the Schuman plan. 
For the average Ruhr industrial- 
ist, its greatest attraction has been 
that it points the way to an end 
to the 11,300,000-ton steel output 
level which the Allies now impose 
on Germany, and to an eclipse, if 
not the dissolution, of the Ruhr 
authority in which the Germans 
have a minor, unequal role. 

The defense zone which is 
building in the United States and 
Western Europe is changing the 
first of these. The Ruhr already 
is producing steel at the rate of 
13,000,000 tons a year and manu- 
facturers are turning down Amer- 
ican orders for such items as steel 
wire, tubes and light steel plates.

Sea Invasion 
Seems Unlikely 


U.S. Lacks Misael and Transportation for 
Major Landing — Small Forays Possible 
— No Men to Spare From Front.

ACK of manpower and, to some degree, transportation appar- 
ently precludes any early, large-scale effort to upset the Korean 
Red Army by amphibious or airborne invasion behind the lines, 


Nevertheless, military men here do not rule out the possibility 
that the time will come for use in Korea of the sea-air invasion 
technique that helped win World War II campaigns in both Europe 


and the Pacific islands. 


Nor does it mean there won’t 
be more forays by small groups 
landing from ships for demolition 
and scouting purposes along the 
enemy-held coastlies. 


No Troops to Spare. 


Whatever the military or psy- 
chological value of putting a big 
force behind the enemy now—to 
divert some of his attack force 
to beachhead defenses—the odds 
are weighted heavily against it. 
Every man with a weapon in the 
Far East zone seems to be needed 
to hold the defense line. There 
are no troops to spare or with- 
draw from the front. 


Because the Pacific war was 
waged almost entirely by a series: 
of amphibious landings, there are 
presumed to be a fair supply of 
landing ships and craft in Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur’s command. 
But it is doubtful that numbers 
and specialzed types needed for 
a substantial effort—a division or 
more—are immediately at hand 
and ready for service. 

On the other hand, the amount 
of available naval and air units 
needed to provide gunfire and air 
cover for a landing already is 
comparatively large. 

The United States Navy, to- 
gether with ships of the British 
fleet assigned to the Korean war, 
daily dump huge tonnages of shell 
fire on enemy targets, in addi- 
tion to bombs dropped by car- 
rier aviation. The American 
naval force alone now evidently 
numbers several score ships rang- 
ing from carriers through cruis- 
ers to destroyers and submarines. 


Two Airborne Divisions. 


Some speculation over the pos- 
sible use of airborne invasion has 
arisen out of the fact the United 
States has two airborne divisions 
in this country, the Eighty-second 
and the Eleventh. The Eighty- 
second was described before the 
outbreak of the Korean war as 
far nearer wartime strength and 
general readiness for action than 
any of the five Army divisions 
then in the United States. 


However, here there is the 


move an airborne division of 12,- 
000 to 16,000 men. 

For the assault phase alone 
(the business of getting combat 
troops to the area where they 
will drop) it is estimated that 
about 800 C-82 “flying boxcars” 
or their equivalent are needed. 
For the assault phase and the 
continuing requirement for re- 
supplying the “airhead” with 
food, ammunition and replace- 
ments more than 2000 planes are 
required, The number of planes 
especially built for airborne op- 
erations now in use by the Air 
Force is considerably smaller 
than that total. 


271 NEWS CORRESPONDENTS 
ACCREDITED FOR KOREAN WAR 


TOKYO, Aug. 7 (UP)—Two 
hundred and seventy-one news- 
paper and radio correspondents, 
including 156 Americans, have 
been accredited for the Korean 
war, Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s 
public information officer said 
today. 

Before the Korean war only 77 
correspondents were accredited 
to the Far East Command. The 
correspondents now represent 
news organizations in 19 coun- 
tries. 

There are 28 British corre- 
spondents, 15 Australians, 14 Chi- 
nese, 13 French and five Cana- 
dians.

Hypocrisy is Warren R. Austin’s ‘term for 
Russia’s actions last week in the United Nations 
Security Council. Better terms for the most 
absurd confidence game the Kremlin has yet 
tried to get away with would be fraud and hum- 
bug. 

Thus far, the Kremlin’s Jacob Malik has had 
the gall to accuse the United States, and hence 
the United Nations by implication, of aggression 
in Korea. He has tried to convince the world 
that this is just a civil war, of no concern to 
anybody else, and that if the United Nations 
would only withdraw, there would be nobody 
there but Korean chickens. 

He tried to make the Security Council talk 
about “peace,” instead of the real issue before 
it, Communist aggression. And then he pre- 
sented a proposal calling for the United Nations 
to recognize officially the gains Moscow's Ko- 
rean minions have made. He would have the 
United Nations “end hostilities in Korea” and 
“withdraw foreign troops,” thus leaving the 
North Koreans in full possession of their ill- 
gotten gains. 

There is no doubt that the Security Counelil 
will reject overwhelmingly this sham, But 
there is more substance to two other proposals 
Malik made. 

One is that representatives of the North 
Koreans should be invited to present their 
case to the Security Council. Certainly the 
United Nations, as the world's forum for the 
peaceful and honorable solution of disputes, 
should be willing to hear anybody state his 
case. Agreement to listen does not imply ac- 
ceptance of ideas, and when people are un- 
willing even to talk and listen, then indeed is 
there little hope for peace. 

But there is a grave question of timing in 
this matter, and Britain's Sir Gladwyn Jebbmade 
a telling point when he contended that the North 
Koreans must “put themselves right with the 
United Nations” and withdraw above the thirty. 
eighth parallel before they should be permitted 
to put their case to the Security Council. 

As for the admission of Communist China 
to the Security Council, America’s Warren R. 
Austin was too brusque in his refusal even 
to talk about it. When the question of putting 
the matter at the bottom of the agenda came 
up for a vote, the United States found itself 
accompanied in opposition only by Cuba, Ecua- 
dor, France—and the Chinese Nationalists, of 
course. It was the first time last week Moscow 
had not been badly outvoted. 

One of the most serious problems facing the 
world is that of China’s representation in the 
United Nations. It should be discusseu, after 
the Korean issue has been settled. The United 
States is in an extremely weak position, on 

practical, moral and propaganda grounds, when 
it refuses even to talk about it. 
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Go On, Chuck a Chin 


We don't know when an alleged law-breaker 
has appealed to us so much as John G. Frazier, 
of Los Angeles. Mr. Frazier was accused of 
laughing and chucking a waitress under the 
chin, thus disturbing the peace. Justice of 
that same Peace Stanley Moffatt, who was eat- 
ing his lunch when this went on, had him ar- 
rested. Laughing, chin-chucking Mr. Frazier, 
as we guess Time magazine would describe 
him, sued Justice of the Peace Moffatt for 
false arrest, and a Superior Court Judge has 
decided he should get something. 

It has always seemed to us that a laughing 
man is a jolly sort. A chin-chucking’ man also 
sounds like a jolly fellow, though we would 
be the last to deny that there are more ways 
than one of chucking a chin, some of them 
not jolly. Justice of the Peace Moffatt, on 
the other hand, impresses us as a killjoy, and 
we doubt that his kind of peace would mean 
much to us even if completely undisturbed. 
His subsequent defeat at the polls, we would 
like to think, was not altogether unconnécted 
with his attitude toward the laughing lip and 
the chucked chin. 

In fact, we hope this whole affair will be- 
come what is known in the law as a Precedent, 
because the law could do with a few more 
precedents of such a happy, carefree nature. 
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Blood for the Wounded 


In World War II the death rate of American 
troops was only 3 per cent of those injured. A 
major factor in this record was the blood dona- 
tion program conducted by the Red Cross. More 
than 13 million pints of blood were collected in 
this country, and more than 12% million pints, 
after processing, were shipped overseas. 

In the present emergency the Red Cross has 
again agreed to act as the official agency for 
blood donations, and Americans are again asked 
to aid a cause that speaks for itself. 

The St. Louis Blood Center, now at 3414 Lin- 
dell blvd., was one of the nation’s major collec- 
tion points during World War ll, and earned 
an excellent record. It was reactivated two 
years ago to serve veterans hospitals and civilian 
needs, and is now planning expansion of its fa- 
cilities to meet the request for military supplies 
when it comes. St. Louis donors will soon be 
asked to do their part in the Korea emergency. 
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Americans on the Offensive 

Since in the end the North Koreans must re- 
tire north of the thirty-eighth parallel, it is good 
news that the American forces are now able to 
make an extensive drive into the territory held 
by the invaders. The chief danger to the vital 
port of Pusan has been on the south and it is 
on the south that: this American offensive has 
penetrated two miles deep. : 

This has two important immediate meanings. 
The first is that the U.N. defenders have stopped 
the march on Pusan, certainly for the time be- 
ing, along the line where the land-sea base was 
most seriously threatened. By taking the initiative, 
we have put the Communists on the -defensive 
and they are no longer able to continue with the 
attack on their own terms. 

The second meaning is that behind this pres- 
ent offensive lie new manpower and new arms. 
The Marines are into this push and the Twenty- 
fifth Division is substantially reinforced. On this 
front of some 20 miles, there are” approxi- 
mately 9000 Americans, aided by South Korean 
commandos, against an estimated 15,000 Com- 
munists from the North. If we can gather the 
forces and launch this offensive, surely we can 
and will mount others before the enemy can 
drive us from Korea. The battle situation is 
greatly improved over what it was a week ago 
and unquestionably it is much changed from 
three weeks ago. 

The approaching stabilization in Korea is all 
the more reason for avoiding hostilities with 
Mao’s Chinese Communists over Formosa and 
a seeming defense of the discredited Chiang 


Kai-shek. The hope still is that the Korean war 
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can be closed up before it is overlapped with 
trouble elsewhere. Ambassador Harriman’s mis- 
sion to Tokyo doubtless has clarified for Gen. 
MacArthur matters of, high policy at the top 
level. But the American people remain in the 
dark as to Washington's intent with respect to 
that dynamite-laden island. As soon as possible, 
President Truman should expand on this sub- 
ject as a means of clearing away that confu- 


,; Sion which now surrounds it. 
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It Was a Big Margin 

The virtually complete official returns in the 
Hennings-Allison race show the Democratic nom- 
ination for United States Senator to have been 
decided by the smallest margin ever received 
in a Missouri primary contest of the Democratic 
party. So the vote statistics measure the result. 

But that is only one way to measure in this 
case. The fact is, when the major elements of 
the race are considered, that former Congress- 
man Hennings won psychologically by a very 
large margin. He had to overcome indorsement 
and support for his opponent by Harry S, Tru- 
man, who occupies the highest office in the 
country. He had also to go up against Gov. 
Smith's announcement and support for the Presi- 
dent's choice. And here in his home city, where 
Mr. Hennings had to obtain a large majority in 
order to win, Mayor Darst joined the President 
and the Governor in favor of the White House's 
favorite, 3 

That combination against Mr. Hennings is more 
to be remembered than the closeness of the of- 
ficial returns, For never before in the history of 
Missouri had there been such a joining of na- 
tional, state and munitipal political brass against 
a candidate. 

We have explained the relation of the charter 
vote to the outcome, as our readers know. More- 
over the Post-Dispatch made it a first order of 
business, beginning last winter, to present the 
facts about Mr. Allison's reactionary, backward 
record. Even so Mr. Hennings’ nomination rep- 
resents in part hundreds of personal visits all 
over Missouri, even though the communities were 
counted as Allison territory. 

Missouri is now assured of a spirited sena- 
torial campaign this fall. Senator Donnell has 
the advantage, but he has a foeman in Nominee 
Hennings such as he would not have had in 
Emery Allison. He has an opponent who knows, 
from primary experience what it is to fight a 
campaign from behind and come out in front 
at the end. 
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A Wave of the Hand 


What does a wave of the hand mean? A young 
brakeman who misread his conductor’s hand sig- 
nal opened a switch and sent a Long Island pas- 
senger train crashing into a freight set out on 
a siding. It was a freak accident, yet it illus- 
trated one of the most unsafe practices still pre- 
vailing on many American railroads. 

*Primitive signal devices such as the signal 
fire, the blazed tree, the note left in a hollow 
stump—all of which have their counterparts on 
railroads today—are inadequate to the present 
era of high speed trains moving over congested 
tracks. Devices are required which will carry 
the message more precisely, and which will en- 
able the sender and receiver to assure each 
other that they understand what is to be done. 

A wave of the hand is too crude a signal meth- 
od when walkie-talkie radio is available. If 
the conductor had been able to tell his switch- 
man in words what he wanted him to do, in- 
stead of being restricted to Indian signs, the 
switchman pr@bably could not have misunder- 
stood. But even if he had, he could always 
say back through his walkie-taikie, “Do you 
mean for me to open the switch?” and the 
conductor could reply, “No, you idiot. don't 
you see there's a train coming?’’—and injury to 
some 50 people would have been averted. 
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Sound Idea in Illinois 

Gov. Stevenson has taken a sound precaution- 
ary move in Illinois by ordering the formation of 
a voluntary reserve militia of up to 15,000 men 
to take the place of the Illinois National Guard 
when and if the latter is called to active duty. 
National Guard units from several states have 
already been ordered to active duty and the 
probability is that more will receive the call. 
No state should be left without “home guard” 
protection since any future World War would 
in all probability involve serious civil defense 
operations on this continent. What Gov. Steven- 
son has done, other Governors doubtless soon 
will be doing. 
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Keyserling’s Dubious Advice 

How much weight can be given the economic 
advice of Leon Keyserling? Mr. Keyserling 
is chairman of the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers. In an interview, he joined 
Mr. Truman’s fight against mandatory price 
and wage controls by declaring that a price- 
wage freeze at this time would be “fantastic.” 

As chief economic thinker for the Adminis- 
tration, Mr. Keyserling ought to be entitled to 
a respectful hearing. Unfortunately, he has 
prejudiced his claim to such a hearing be- 
cause one cannot be sure that his advice to 
the President is strictly economic. 

In February of 1949 Mr. Keyserling was one 
of the principal advocates of legislation to give 
President Truman standby price and wage con- 
trols. That was at a time when prices were 
coming down. - Business was in a recession and 
the Government was using its powers to keep 
some farm prices up. 

Mr: Keyserling never did give a very con- 
vincing explanation of why he thought price 
control legislation, in these circumstances, was 
needed. But Mr. Truman had spoken for price 
controls in the 1948 campaign; and Mr. Keyser- 
ling apparently felt himself bound to support 
the President in 1949 even though times had 
changed. 

Now, in 1950, times have changed again. The 

invasion of Korea has set off an inflationary 
movement which is plain to everybody. Yet 
in the President's mid-year economic report, 
which Mr. Keyserling must have had a major 
hand in shaping, there was no request even 
for. the standby price-wage controls which Mr. 
Truman had requested in 1949. It was only 
after public opinion had driven the President 
to accept standby controls as an alternative 
to mandatory controls that Mr. Keyserling, too, 
came out for them. } 
_. The record suggests that Mr. Keyserling is 
not to be regarded as an economist, but as 
something like an economic lawyer—one who 
provides technical arguments for a policy which 
the President wishes to adopt for reasons that 
may or may not be economic. : 

Congress should write a price-wage control 
bill which requires the Administration to act 
when the price situation demands action, and 
not when the Administration wishes to act.

Delay in freezing prices eficourages black markets, says news- 
paper; standby controls opposed as giving Truman power to post’ 
pone action until after election; if prices rise before big arms 
spending starts, what will happen when it is in full swing?

It is easier to dam a stream before it is 
in flood. It would be foolish not to 
dam a stream at a time when rising waters 
forecast a flood to come. 

We know that we 
are headed for an in- 
flationary price 
flood. 

We have been 
warned that  pro- 
posed additions to 
the military and al- 
lied aid budgets are 
only the beginning of 
a much larger pro- 
gram of defense ex- 
penditures. 

As yet no procure- 
ment orders have 
gone out under the 
$10.5 billion of new 
defense expendi- 
tures, and most of the spending under the 
original $13.5 billion military budget is 
still in the planning stage. Such panic- 
buying as has taken place is therefore not 
caused by warborn shortages of consumer 
goods, but in anticipation of shortages. 


Business Week, a reliable, nonpolitical 
publication, reports in its July 29 issue, 
“that “inflation is building up faster than 
Truman planners anticipated. Price rises 
are spreading, at retail and back down the 
line. And there’s no sign that Washing- 
ton's reassurances are checking the rush 
to buy.” 


Inflation has begun, despite the fact 
that postwar prodv@€tion in June had 
reached an all-time peak in key industries, 
with steel output at more than 100 per 
cent of theoretical capacity, and with 
household appliances and textiles being 
turned out in tremendous volume.

Counsels of Delay 


Food prices kept inching up to wartime 
heights despite the fact that grains, meats 
and dairy products are in plentiful supply, 
with vast reserves held by the government. 

If the inflationary trend is so pro- 
nounced and widespread now—in spite of 


maximum production—have we any reason 
to hope that prices will not soar fantasti- 
cally when conversion to a war economy 
really gets under way? 


Mr. Truman and his advisers tell us that 
“the time is not here” for imposition of 
an over-all price-and-wage freeze. We hope 
that Congress will not be bamboozled by a 
White House attitude which takes its @ue 
from union leaders itching to have a go at 
“one more round” of wage boosts before 
the price lid is clamped down. 


Those who counsel delay also assure us 
that in the event prices reach still higher 
levels, “we can always roll ’em back.” But 
a rollback then would mean legalization of 
prices which, in many instances, would be 
at an artificial level far below the natural 
level established by the law of supply and 
demand. This disparity between legal 
prices and natural prices would then create 
real shortages, because higher priced in- 
ventories would be withheld for disposal 
in black market operations, and the prices 
then established in the black markets 
would bé the “free market prices.” 


The Right to Postpone 


Had the President made, and Congress 
complied with, a demand for instantaneous 
freeze of prices and wages at the June 25 
level a couple of weeks ago, the margin 
would have been slim. Losses suffered 
because of inventories bought at post-Ko- 
rean prices could have been absorbed 
without hardship, and the temptation to 
unload goods on the black market would 
have been proportionately less. 


“Stand-by control powers,” for which 
the Administration now seems willing to 
settle, would merely give the President 
the right to postpone their application 
until after election. 

Controls should be imposed by Congress. 
They should not be left, to executive dis- 
cretion. They should also be limited, with 
a definite expiration date, as proposed by 
Senator Byrd, to provide a safeguard 
against indefinite retention for political 
purposes.

An assistant administrator at San Quen- 
tin since 1929, Duffy had had ample time 
to dream about the way he would substi- 
tute humane understanding for the medie- 
val penal codes that plunged San Quentin 
into riots and chaos. With the help of 
Dean Jennings, Warden Duffy does an 
admirable job of reporting what has been

There have been no riots during his term 
in office, fewer acts of violence, many 
more successful parolees.

Says ‘Quota’ System 
as Reduced Number 
50 Pct. in 20 Years. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7 (AP)—The 
“quota system” has cut enroll- 
ment of Jewish students in Amer- 
ican medical schools 50 per cent 
in the last 20 years, the Ameri- 
_ Jewish Congress said yester- 

ay. 

The congress based its assertion 
on a study by its Commission on 
Law and Social Action. 

A survey of 57 medical schools 
throughout the country revealed 
a substantial decrease of Jewish 
students despite a general in- 
crease of enrollments, the con- 
gress said. 

Because of “quota thinking” by 
medical school admission commit- 
tees, the congress said, the num- 
ber of Jews admitted to medical 
schools has been “arbitrarily lim- 
ited with little regard for the 
qualifications of the excluded ap- 
plicant.” 

The congress said the “quota 
system is effecte@ by means of 
application forms which inquire 
about the applicant’s ancestry, 
religion and even his mother’s 
maiden name, and. . . other in- 
formation that has no bearing on 
his qualifications to study and 
practice medicine.”

FOUND UNCONSGAUS

Cause of Death Undeter- 
mined—Accident Verdict 
by Coroner’s Jury. 


A coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned today in the death

Poor and Joseph C.’Place, pool 
manager, applied artificial respi- 
ration and said Riedel responded 
immediately, but did not regain 
consciousness. The Ferguson Fire 
Department administered oxygen. 
Place said he had seen Riedel 
at the edge af the pool shortly 
before the incident and added 
that Riedel could have been in 
the water no longer than one 
minute.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7 (AP)— 
The Department of Agriculture is 
pressing an investigation of sharp 
rises in farm commodity prices to 
determine whether dnlawful spec- 
ulation is involved. 

J. M. Mehl, administrator of 
Commodity Ex- 
change Authority, said last night 
that particular attention is being 
given to the soybean market. 
Mehl! said some traders have been 
handling as much as 1,000,000 
bushels of soybeans a day. 

Secretary of Agriculture \Bran- 
nan has called much of the cur- 
rent speculation “excessive and 
unrestrained.” He said last week 
some profit-hungry speculators 
are trying to cash in at the ex- 
pense of the war effort. 

Mehl said his agency is follow- 
ing up a preliminary report on 
which Brannan based his blast. 
The CEA is the agency charged 
with enforcing laws against com- 
modity market price manipulation 
and corners—a virtual monopoly 
on a commodity by a trader or 
group of traders, with resultant 
price fixing. 

Mehl said, in reply to a report-

For Lagging 
Appetites

HERE’S an old saying which 

like most others contains a 

grain or two of truth. It goes 
something like this: “We eat with 
our eyes as well as with our 
mouths.” And in warm. weather, 
a dish which as a tempting ap- 
pearance certainly has appetite 
appeal. 

While it is hard for some of us 
to believe, it is actually true that 
we need almost as much food in 
summer as in winter. On a very 
hot day, food must indeed be 
tempting, however, to appea’ to 
us greatly. We may sit down at 
the table and announce that we 
are not hungry, but if we see per- 
haps a jellied salad ring filled 
with an attractive salad, we begin 
to feel a little more appetite. The 
cool color of lime or lemon fla; 
vored gelatin combined with 
canned grapefruit sections is par- 
ticularly suitable for warm weath- 
er. The salad filling may be 
hearty wher’ flaked tuna fish, crab 
meat or lobster is combined with 
vegetables and mayonnaise. A 
ring of jellied cheese and to- 
mato filled with a mixed vege- 
table salad is another good choice. 


Even in» warm weather, most 
of us like to have one hot*item 
at a meal. Grilled tomatoes, sau- 
teed eggrjant or string beans or 
new peas may be chosen. There 
are those wha prefer a fluffy 
baked potato to crisp potato chips 
at a meal of this sort. If the 
latter are uséd, they may be heat- 
ed even if they do not need to be 
crisped. Remember that the 
baked potatoes should be broken 
open as soon as they come from 
the oven and are the better for 
being hot with butter and paprika 
at this point. 

Supper Salad Ring. 

One package lime or lemon fla- 
vored gelatin, one cup hot water, 
one-eighth teaspoon salt, one and 
one-half cups grapefruit sections, 
cut in pieces; one cup grapefruit 
juice and water, one cup flaked 
tuna fish, crab meat or lobster; 
one-half cup diced celery, one- 
half cup cooked peas, fresh or 
canned; one tablespoon chopped 
pimiento, one tablespooh chopped 
green pepper, one-half teaspoon 
salt, dash of pepper, two teaspoons 
lemon juice, five tablespoons 
mayonnaise. 


Dissolve gelatin in hot water. 
Sprinkle one-eighth teaspoon salt 
over grapefruit. Drain thorough- 
ly. Add water to grapefruit juice 
to make one cup and add to gel- 
atin. Chill until slightly thick- 
ened. Add grapefruit. Turn into 
ring mold and chill until firm. 
Combine fish, vegetables, salt, 
pepper, lemon juice and mayon- 
naise, mixing together lightly. 
Chill thoroughly. Unmold gela- 
tin on crisp lettuce and fill center 
with fish salad mixture. Serve 
with additional mayonnaise. Yield, 
six servings. 


Jellied Cheese and Tomato Ring. 


Two tablespoons unflavored gel- 
atin, one-half cup cold water, one 
and one-half cups milk, one can 
condensed tomato soup, three egg 
yolks, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
half teaspoon dry mustard, one- 
half teaspoon paprika, one and 
one-half cups grated cheese. 

Soften gelatin in cold water. 
Heat milk and soup in top of dou- 
ble boiler. Beat egg yolks with 
seasonings and stir in a little of 
the hot mixture. Return to double 
boiler. Stir in cheese, and when 
melted, remove from heat and 
add softened gelatin. Stir until 
dissolved. Pour into one-quart 
ring mold*or in small molds and 
chill until set. Turn out on plat- 
ter or chop plate and garnish with 
strips of pimiento. Fill center 
with mixed vegetable salad. 
Yield, six servings.

In his opinion, a matt or 
dull finish, textured glaze con- 
trasts best with most food tex- 
tures. Metalware, he insists, 
should be dull to avoid distract- 
ing reflections.

Slate Roof Troubles. 


G tar as roofs don’t rot and, as 


far as we know, they don’t burn 

either, but now and then one 
slate shingle will crack or slip out 
of place and then you have a leak 
on your hands. 


First, be careful about walking 
on that roof because slate is rath- 
er brittle. Hang a ladder from 
the peak of the roof and use this 
to step on. You'll also-need a néw 
slate shingle the same size and 
color as the old. -It the old shin- 
gle has cracked, it can be removed 
by slipping a hacksaw blade up 
under it and cutting off the nails 
that hold it in place. Now slip 
the new shingle into place and 
nail it down. The nail, by the 
way, should pass through the ver- 
tical joint of the slates in the next 
highest course. The exact position 
of the nail should be 2 inches be- 
low the butt of the slate in the 
second course above. (This may 
not be clear until the second or 
third reading). Well, now the 
shingle is in place and nailed, but 
we've got to do something about 
the head of the nail sticking out 
there. The best solution js to 
take a piece of copper, about 3 
inches wide and 8 inches long and 
slip this up under the second 
course of shingles above the nail 
head.. Turn up the end of the 
copper a little so it will catch un- 
der the shingle and hold. Now 
if all goes well, the copper should 
conemtee cover the head of the 
nail.

Thus, 
West’s actual selection of a heart 
was a feeble thrust! He should 
have led his singleton queen of 
clubs, in the desperate hope of 
finding East with the ace and 
getting a ruff. 

Obviously, a club ruff would 
have defeated the contract, since 
East had a sure trump trick. On 
the heart lead, however, South 
had little difficulty in handling 
his problem. After he had drawn 
West’s one trump, all he had to 
do was lead a club from dummy 
and, when East ducked, go right 
in with the king.
